TRI-COUNTYWINS

Supreme 
Court 
Dismisses 


Third Appeal From Irriga- 


tion Department. 


Tri-County 
again secured 
a 
favorable ruling from the supreme 
court when that tribunal Friday 
sustained its motion to dismiss 
the last appeal from the state 
department of roads and irriga- 
tion, filed by a number of ditch 
companies and riparian land own- 
ers on the ground that all the 
issues raised had been previously 
decided and all parties at interest 
were bound. 
' 
The court, ' in an opinion by 


• Judge Rose, said that after the 
state department 
had granted 
water rights in the proper exer- 
cise of original jurisdiction, and 
after all the litigable issues raised 
in the proceeding were deter- 
mined by the supreme court on 
appeal, unnecessary new parties 
subsequently appearing in the 
state department in the same case 
are bound by the record as they 
find it, including 
adjudication. 
Where justifiable issues in a pro- 
ceeding before the state depart- 
ment are all properly determined 
on appeal to the supreme court, 
the same issues are not relitigable 
on subsequent 
appeals in the 
tame case. 
Tri-County made four applica- 
tions to the department. 
One 
was to divert waters m Lincoln 
county for storage.in Plum creek 
reservoirs; one to use these waters 
for power purposes and after such 
use for irrigation; one was to 
supply irrigation to Gosper, 
Phelps, K e a r n e y and Adams 
counties, and the fourth to con- 
struct a channel reservoir a few 
miles above Keystone. On appeal 
to the supreme court the grant- 
ing of all four applications was 
reversed and the cause remanded 
with directions to grant leave for 
amending the applications by lim- 
iting-waters to-the' Platte river

DELBOS DISCOVERED 


Coded Letter Addressed to 


Jailed Terrorist dives 


Clue. 


VALENCIENNES, France. OP). 
A plot to asaaulnate French For- 
eign Minister Delbos waa discov- 
ered by police who seized a 
coded letter giving details of the 
plan. The letter, police said, waa 
addressed to a Hungarian terrorist 
now in jaU here. 
He is Koloman Budal, arrested 
here Nov. 8 charged with firing 
shots thru the windows of the 
League of Nations building at 
Geneva in 1935. 
The letter revealed, police said, 
that Budal had given Information 
to a band of terrorists to facilitate 
an attempt on Delbos' life while 
he was at Praha on his present 
awing thru central and eastern 
Europe. 
The letter was addressed in 
care of general delivery, and its 
contents were deciphered by police 
here who relayed information to 
Czechoslovakian police. An arrest 
was made there Wednesday, police 
•aid. 
Another letter, addressed by 
Budai to Antwerp, handed over 
by Belgian police, disclosed an at- 
tempt against the governor gen- 
eral of Algeria, Lebau. 
Delbos is at Bucharest, complet- 
ing a tour to strengthen French 
alliances with central-east Europe 
countries.

Opposes 
Subsidization

Grounds It Would Apply 


to All Business. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 
dent Roosevelt put up to the inter- 
state commerce commission the 
problem of originating a plan for 
betterment of railroad 
finances 
and continued private manage- 
ment, ownership and solvency. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
presented 
hia 
views in answer to questions con- 
cern Lyj his conference on railroad 
finances with Chairman Jonea of 
the RFC. 
Indicating he opposed subsidiza- 
tion of the road, he pointed out 
that to subsidize one private cor- 
poration would mean that the gov- 
ernment would owe the same ob- 
ligation to other business in the 
event they became financially un- 
stable. 
Mr. Roosevelt said his talk with 
Jones centered on the question of 
further loans to one or two car- 
riers that appear to need very 
small 
amounts 
of 
temporary 
financing pending ICC determina- 
tion of the road's request for rate 
increases. 
The roads seek a 15 percent 
freight rate increase. Mr. Roose- 
velt said that the first responsi- 
bility as to the railroad situation 
which he characterized as diffi- 
cult in many ways rested with 
the ICC. 
He added that the rail situation 
improved temporarily with the 
business rise but added that the 
I. C. C. itself felt that no perm- 
anent 
railroad 
betterment had 
been achieved. 
He made it clear that the last 
thing the government wanted was 
to take over the railroads, but, he 
observed, the 
roads cannot op- 
erate thru receiverships.

Dr. William C. Johnstone of 
George Washington university told 
the closing Organized Agriculture 
sessions at the college of agricul- 
ture Friday afternoon that secur- 
ity can no longer be achieved by 
individual effort. 
It must come 
thru nations entering into collec- 
tive co-operative action. 
Dr. Johnstone reviewed past ac- 
tions of Japan in leading up to the 
present Chinese conquest, saying 
there are two factions in Japan 
now, the moderates and extremists 
The latter group dominates the 
Japanese 
government today, he 
said. 
"There is only one answer as to 
whether Japan will gain the secur- 
ity she seeks," he declared. "An 
extended and costly campaign in 
China, involving the maintenance 
of an army of 300,000 men in the 
fi*ld and another 200,000 in Man- 
churia along the Russian border, 
does not spell security. The risk of 
war with Russia and the daily in- 
volvement with other powers does 
not spell security. The rapidly 
mounting public debt, higher and 
higher taxes, a complete shift in

Charles A. GOBS, chief justice 


of the state supreme court, an- 
nounced Friday morning that h« 
would not again be a candidate 
for that position, which is to be 
filled at the 1938 election. The

statement was given the press on 
Dec. 
10, his 74th birthday, the 
50th annive'rsary of hia admission 
to«the bar, and the date on which 
his previous filings for public of- 
fice had been made. 
This decision had been agreed 
upon between himself and Mrs. 
Goss, since deceased, a year ago, 
but he did not think it advisable 
to make it public so far in ad* 
vance. His term of office will ex- 
pire in January, 1939, giving1 him 
more than * year, to serve. He 
will then have completed 12 years 
in the state's highest judicial of- 
fice, following seven years as a 
district judge in the Douglas 
county district. 
The announcement was made 
laconically^ "I do not intend to 
be a candidate for chief justice 
next year."

Supreme Court Denies Mo- 


tion of Omaha Attorneys 


for Rehearing. 


The supreme court Friday for- 
mally denied the motion of a 
group of Omaha attorneys for a 
rehearing of its recent order di- 
recting integration of the state 
bar. The protesting attorneys were 
Howard Saxton, 
E. S. Brum- 
baugh, O. M. Olson, S. Arton 
Lewis, sr., and J. P. Palmer. Their 
main objections were that the 
court had no inherent power to 
make such an order; that the 
legislature 
alone, 
deriving 
its 
rights from the people, has con- 
trol of the practice of law and has 
already acted; that the court had 
no authority to create a new as- 
sociation and seize the old one to 
make compulsory m e m bership 
therein; that the court cannot, by 
barring from practice those at- 
torneys who do not join, cancel or 
revoke any license issued to an 
attorney unless for fraud in secur- 
ing it or for demeaning; himself 
in his conduct of 
professional 


affairs. 
The order of the court requires 
that all pi acticing lawyers must 
become members of the State 
Bar association on Jan. 1, 1938, or 
within 60 days thereafter, under 
provisions of the bar "integration" 
plan. 
George H Turner, clerk of the 
supreme court, will be secretary of 
the new bar association. 
He has 
mailed registration cards to 2,500 
members of the state bar. Turner 
said he expected 1,900 or 2,000 
lawyers to pay the $5 annual fee 
for 
active attorneys. 
Inactive 
membeis will pay $1 per year. 
Membership of the present vol- 
untary state bar association is 
1,250.

The strike call was issued by

war in Manchuria and the present 
Chinese war, the fourth and fifth 
wars in which Japan has engaged 
are a direct legacy of the World 
war. They are an attempt of the 
extremist groups to attain the ob- 
jectives which they failed to gain 
during the World war 
"The goal of the Japanese is to 
dominate China.

as well as protein, altho it is 
bulky Experiments at the college 
of agriculture have not shown that 
yeast feeds have any particular 
value in hog feeding.

Below was 
hi* lawyer pleading with him to 
wait; the warden remonstrating 
with guards to hurry; the guards 
spreading a net to catoe him, but 
too late. 


Me had been let out of his cell 
to kiss his mother and father 
goodbye; one guard was alone with 
him; he leaped onto a table and 
began his climb before the guard 
could reach him. His parents had 
just turned away and were spared 
the final scene. The mother was 


near~colla|M« when she left, after 
spending most of the "day with the 
sympathetic governor and her con- 
demned son. 
In November, IMS, the con- 
demned man kidnaped hi* divorced 
wife, 
Mildred 
Hook, Tacoma, 
Wash., and fled with her across 
Oregon and Idaho. The Hook fam- 
ily set police upon hi*, trial.

southern 
waters.

equipment built in

installed 


filters circulates and 
humidifies 
too dry air or dries too damp air, 
and so contributes to the comtort, 
health and efficiency of occupants 
or patrons. Incidentally it keeps 
rugs 
draperies and 
tjpholstery 


clean—by removing excess of dust 
—and saves furniture from shrink- 
ing and falling apart.

Charles P. Davis won a re- 
versal at the hands of the su- 
preme court Friday from a finding 
of the district cou^-t of Lincoln 
county tnat he was responsible as 
a partner for the $374 liquor bill 
owing Ralph E. Stevens, whole- 
saler, by R. E. Fall, retailer at 
Me Cook. Judge Eberly says the 
evidence shows that Davis con- 
ducted a .-etail establishment at 
North Platte, with the license in 
the name of Fall, an employe re- 
ceiving 25 percent of net profits. 
Fall went to McCook, and started 
a place of his own. The 
court 
finds that Davis had given ample 
notice to Stevens' representative 
that he would not be liable for any 
goods purchased for the new estab- 
lishment, having discharged Fall 
before that date. 


The supreme court Friday af- 
firmed the finding of the district 
court of Douglas county that Ar- 
thur B. Cunningham, former em- 
ploye of Armour & Co., was no 
longer suffering 
from the effects 
of gas poisoning. 
The company 
had paid compensation for six 
months, besides medical expenses, 
and the court below gave Cun- 
ningham an additional year of pay, 
ending in February, 1936, along 
with $658 medical bills. He ap- 
pealed, claiming he is still suffer- 
ing from the accident and cannot 
work. The company claimed he 
was able to work but was simulat- 
ing symptoms of a disease he did 
not have, and feigning disability in 
order to get compensation. The 
supreme court says the trial Judge 
saw the witnesses, andw will not 
disturb his conclusion. 


Elmer 
E. Theno, 
Insurance 
agent, was denied recovery by the 
supreme court Friday hi the sum 
of 514,500 from the National As- 
surance corporation with which he 
was connected for a number of 
years. He claimed the sum due 
represented unpaid commissions 
sold under two separate oral con- 
tracts of agency. The company's 
defense was a written settlement 
agreement, which Theno attacked 
as having been made of mistake 
and accident. The court below held 
that having retained all payments 
under the settlement contract he 
thereby ratified it. The supreme 
court held that an alleged oral 
agreement providing for payment 
of renewals after he had left com- 
pany employ could not be shown 
as it would add to, contradict and 
modify the express terms of the 
final settlement agreement. 


Receiver „ Luikart of the Ger- 
man State bank of Millard won af- 
firmation in supreme court Friday 
of a case involving charges of 
fraudulent transfer of property 
and execution of a 
mortgage 
thereon. A. B; Detweiler, presi- 
dent of the bank, transferred a 
quarter section of land in Perkins 
county to his wife. This was set 
aside, and a, mortgage for $6,400 
executed to Dr. John J. Fossler 
of Millard. The receiver attacked 
this mortgage as without con- 
sideration. Judge Day says if the 
notes were to be accepted, the sit- 
uation would be presented of Det- 
weiler 
borrowing 
money from 
Fossler at 6 percent, while Foss- 
ler, for a long period, was borrow- 
ing money from Detweiler's bank 
at 8 percent. He finds that Foss- 
ler was not a man of great means; 
that he did not own his home or 
office building in a small town, 
and his financial condition was not 
such that he would be likely to 
loan money to euch an extent.

Governor Aiken told reporters 


• most of the names he had seen 


mentioned for membership on the 
committee were those of million- 
aires or college professors, and 
added: "They never won

~ He said he had no advice to of- 
fer because he knew so few poli- 
ticians Asked about former Gov. 
Frank O. Lowden of Illinois, who 
has been mentioned most frequent- 
ly for the committee chairmanship, 
Aiken said he did not know him or 
anything about him.

Must Confront Day's Changees 


The Sunday school lesson for December 
12 IB "Christian 
Fellowship "—1. 
John 
.:l-7. Rev. 21.1-7.

It is a thrilling', and to the timid, 
a terrifying, experience to be alive 
in these days. Our lot has been cast 
amidst one of the major upheavals 
of history. Change is all about us, 
and ahead of us, both abroad and 
at home. Tha pattern of human life 
is being greatly altered. For na- 
ions, for communities and for in- 
dividuals, the old order is passing, 
and at the accelerated rate of, our 
nodern speed. Nobody can truly 
;ell what the next 20 years will be. 
Perhaps the most alarming fac- 
;or is that so many millions of per- 
sons are scared, and have become 
defeatists in their soula. They have 
read the frequent predictions that 
civilization is collapsing, and that 
primitive barbarism is mankind's 
jure and early fate. The rich are 
more affrlghtened than the poor, 
Because they have more to lose. 
Countless wealthy men are buying 
or building refuges in 
remote 
places, wherein they hope to es- 
;ape the storm of revolution which 
Jieir panicky minds foresee. 
This supine yielding to fear la 
unworthy of us, and of the tradi- 
tions of our forebears. The possi- 
bility of catastrophe is not some- 
thing to flee from, but to face. The 
forces of change are human, and 
to be shaped by human will and 
courage. We need a better breed of 
mankind, which will coTifront the 
conflict, understand it and meet It. 
3od has put all things under man's 
feet, if he exercises 
manhood's 
qualities. 


What Does the World Want? 
If we look deeply into mankind's 
mood today, we perceive that the 
overwhelming desire is not for de- 
struction, but for more and better 
ife—a freer, fairer, fuller existence 
for everybody. I have seen great 
masses of men smashing in mad 
and bitter fury toward what they 
thought were these goals. It has 


been my lot to go thru four violent 
national revolutions since the be- 
ginning of the World war. So I am 
familiar with death and destruc- 
tion. ' 
" 
Nevertheless, I still firmly be- 
lieve that what the multitudes 
really want, despite all their blind 
blunders, is in full consonance with 
the Bible's plain teachings. In to- 
day's lesson we have a clear view 
of the Divine objectives. According 
to scripture, the golden age—which 
it calls the Kingdom of God—is in 
the future; and not, as is the case 
with pagan peoples, in the past. 
John, the Revelator, saw "a new 
heaven and a new earth." LJlce 
him, we are to have our concep- 
tions of both heaven and earth re- 
vised. All that man needs or de- 
sires is prescribed in the forward- 
looking book 


That Men May Brothers Be. 
Deep in their hearts, all men are 
hungry for a better life. The war 
and the years since, have wiped the 
smile of happiness off the face of 
most of humanity. In the magazine 
section of the New York Tunes re- 
cently, there were several large 
pictures of Russian 
crowds—and 
only on two faces was there the 
semblance of a smile. The scores 
of others were grim and tense. 
Cheerful contentment is not one of 
soviet Russia's achievements. As 
we study the faces on the streets 
of our own cities, we find the same 
absence of the signature of peace. 
These problem times have erased 
serenity as well as security from 
the lives of most persons. 
When John wrote, in our lesson 
text, to the early Christians, he 
stressed the note of fellowship 
with God and with man, "that our 
joy may be made full." There is no

CHRISTMAS FRUIT CAKES-LIGHT OR DARK 


Bureau of Home Economics. U. S. Department of Agriculture 


Now that counting the days be- 


fore Christmas has become a na- 
tional pastime many a foresighted 
woman is gathering her materials 
«nd retiring behind closed kitchen 
doors. There she prepares, com- 
bines. and bakes. 
' 
• 


Finally, after hours of work, 


•he emerges with nothing — ap- 
parently. 
But hidden away 
in 


some dark spot is a freshly baked 
fruit cake. There it will stay for 
awhile "getting used to itself." 
When the holidays arrive it will 
be as much in evidence as stick 
candy and holly wreaths. 
Fruit 
cake, however, usually 
outlasts the Christmas season. It 
keeps well and is so rich that a 
•mall port|on satisfies. And since 
its 
preparation 
requires 
much 
time most women tmake a large 
quantity while they are about it. 
Some of it is gaily wrapped and 
given away to friends. 


AJU fruit cakes are mixtures of 


fruit and nuts bound together with 
a thick bat'ter. But of this mas- 
ter pattern there are hundreds of 
variations. Some cakes are light 
in color; some are dark. Somfe are 
rich. Some have a large percent- 
age of batter; others .have only 
enough to act as a binder for the 
fruit and nuts. 


In your own cake you'll want 
to include your favorite fruits, 
spices, and nuts in such propor- 
tions that they blend well with 
each other. If any flavor stands 
out above the others you lose the 
true fruit cake flavor. 


Your cake will be dark or, light 
according to the ingredients. Mo- 
lasses and spices darken a mix- 
ture. In a light fruit cake there 
will be the blanched nuts, Sultana 
raisins, light fruits, egg ^whites, 
And no spices. Sometimes bright 
red candied cherries are added 'for 
color contrast. 


Remember when selecting the 
Ingredients for your cake that 
-you're going to have them on hand 
for awhile and you don't want 
them to stale or develop any "off" 
flavors. 
See that the nuts and 
•pices are fresh, the fat well fla- 
vored, and 
quality. 


the 
fruit 
of good 


The fruit, of course, is the im- 
portant part of the cake. It will 
&e partly In the form of candied 
orange, lemon, or grapefruit peel, 
or citron, or watermelon preserves. 
Part of it will be the conserved 
or dried fruits such as raisins, 
figs, currants, dates, dried apri- 
cots, candied pineapple. Angelica, 
candied cherries, or candied- cran- 
berries are included for their green 
and red color. 
Sor...e of the nuts .called for most 


frequently in fruit cake recipes 
are 
blanched almonds, 
English 
walnuts, hickory nuts, filberts, 
pecans, 'and Brazil nuts. Probably 
there arc other nuts native to your 
particular section of the country 
that you want to include also. 
Fruit 
jelly, 
cider, grape 
or 


orange juice add more of the fla- 
vor of fruit to your cake. Molasses 
and sour cream are other suitable 
liquids. There is a great variety 
of spices to choose from. 
Use 
these sparingly so that you get 
the spiciness without covering up 
the fruit flavor 


The success of your cake de- 


pends on two things — how well 
you prepare your ingredients and 
the way you bake it. The actual 
mixing of the cake doesn't take a 
lot of time. 
But proper prepara- 


tion of the fruit is a tedious job 
you can't afford to slight. 


See that the fruit and nuts arn 
absolutely free from any foreign 
matter. Cull out the little ste»r 
ends of raisins and stray sheila of 
nuts. 
You'll serve the cake m 


such small pieces that any of thesf 
imperfections would be most oh - 
vious. 


Chop the nuts. 
Cut the larger 


fruit into small uniform pieces 
The small candied cherries 01 


• cranberries may. be left whole. A. a 


nearly as possible have all the 
pieces uniformly small. This will 
make the cake easier to cut into 
thin slices. And in even a small 
piece ot cake you'll get K sam- 
pling of .all the different 
fruits 


and nuts. 


Mix a little of the flour witn 


the nuts and the fruit to sepa- 


rate and coat the pieces. See that 
the flour is well mixed so that 
it will not gather in the wrinkle* 
of raisins or currants and j*main 
there thruout mixing and baking. 
In mixing, observe the ordinary 


rules for cakes. If you are using 
molasses or sour milk include the 
soda with the dry ingredients 
Sift the spices with the flour sev- 
eral times to blend them. Your 
problem in mixing is to get a 
complete blending of all the dif- 
ferent ingredients. 


Pour the mixture into a pan 


lined with greased paper. 
This 
a heavy mass that will 
a long time for heat to 


will be 
require 
penetrate. 
And the high per- 
centage of fruit and sugar make 
it easy to scorch. For these rea- 
sons, cook the cake at a low tem- 
perature. 


A pan with a tube thru the cen- 
ter helps in baking the cake be- 
cause it gets the heat to the center 
of the thick mass of batter, nuts, 
and fruit. 
There are two general ways to 
cook a fruit cake—baking in an 
oven for the whole time and a 
combination of baking and steam- 
ing? 
If you steam your cake 


you'll need to put it into a slow 
oven afterward 
to dry it. 
A 
steamed cake is somewhat more 
moist than one baked in an oven 
for the full cooking time. 


Let the cake get entirely cold 


before you store it. Then wrap it 
in waxed paper, and store in a 
tin box. Look at your cake from 
time to time to see that it is not 
drying1 out or molding. Some per- 
sona find that (putting- an apple 
with a cut surface exposed in the 
box with the wrapped cake helps 
to' keep it fresh. 
Naturally you 
must watch the apple to see that 
there is always a freshly cut sur- 
face and put in a fresh one occa- 
sionally. If mold develops serape 
off the moldy portion and wipe the 
surface of the cake thoroly with 
alcohol or brandy. 
Discard the 
waxed paper and use a fresh cover. 


^~ " cake is good to eat at any 


time, but its flavor improves with 
age. 
Cut it with a sharp knife 
and serve It in small pieces. If it 
dries out too much it 
may 
be 


steamed as plum pudding and 
served with a moist sauce. 
Following is a recipe for a rich, 


spicy, dark fruit cake. It ia made 
on the basis of a pound cake with 
fruit added.

BLAMED FOR OUTCRY 


Board Itself Did Not Know 


What Agents Were Doing 


in Press Cases.

Two instances 
are being cited 


in an attempt to prove that the 
board has either disregarded or 
Intends to disregard the immunity 
which the press has always felt 
that it had to withhold sources of 
its information and to refuse to 
give such testimony in courts or 
before governmental tribunals. 


The editor of ,a newspaper in 


St. Mary's, Pa., was sharply cross 
examined by an attorney repre- 
senting the labor board 
An ef- 


fort was made by a regional trial 
examiner to require by subpoena 
the presence of an editor of a 
magazine. 


What unfortunately is not gen- 


erally known, but happens never- 
theless to be true, is that the na- 
tional labor relations board itself 
—the agency of three members 
who act in a quasi judicial capa- 
city in construing the Wagner act 
—did not have anything to do with 
either case, neither ordering the 
cross examination of the editor 
nor the subpoena of the other. 


Has Trial Examiners. 


The board has many trial ex- 


aminers who act .as masters or 
trial judges. 
These "examiners" 


—and other governmental commis- 
sions have them, too—are merely 
agents of the board, charged with 
the duty of taking testimony and 
malting a report on it to the board 
It is reliably reported that the 


first information which the mem- 
bers of the national labor relations 
board had of the transcript of the 
testimony of the editor of the St. 
Mary's, Pa., paper was when they 
read a record of it in the news- 
papers this week. Members of the 
board are said to feel that the 
lawyer who cross examined the 
editor went far beyond the propr? • 
eties and far beyond the necesst- 
ties of evidence gathering. 


As for the 
subpoena of 
the 


writer of an article in a trade 
magazine last week, here, too, the 
national labor board did not know 
of the event till the newspapers 
reported it. 
It is the custom of 
governmental commissions to per- 
mit their regional representatives 
to take with them to various parts 
of the United States some blank 
subpoenas, and, when the attor- 
neys designated to try cases want 
a witness summoned, they merely 
fill out the blanks and thus save 
the delays incident to writing back 
to Wasnington and waiting for 
approval of every subpoena before 
its issuance. 
Senatorial committees have for 


a long time been in the habit of 
issuing blank subpoenas to their 
agents to be filled 
out -as 
the 
agents discover in the course of 
investigation the names of per- 
sons from whom evidence might 
be obtained. 


The labor board has many attor- 


neys operating in the field. There 
are literally thousands of pages of 
testimony 
being 
taken 
nearly 


every day, and it would be almost 
a physical impossibility for the 
board here to be acquainted with 
what Is being done in the tria!? 
before examiners. 


Respects Freedom of Press. 


The Important fact from the 


point of view of the press is to 
know that the national labor re- 
lations board realizes 
full 
well 


what the freedom of the 
press 


means and has no intention of in- 
terfering with it. 
There will, no doubt, be all sorts 


of controversies as to the wisdom

The arrest of Million and

250 miles southeast of Paris, ended 
a nationwide manhunt. 
The authorities believed Million 


to be the man who employed 
Eugene WeiHmann, plegmatic, 29 
year old German ' ex-convict, as 
the killer for the gang. 
It was Weidmann's confession 


that, he strangled Miss De Koven, 
an American dancer, which led to 
what is believed-'eomplete liquida- 
tion of the gang-.

cannot be permitted to stop short 
of that time. 
This limit may be 


reached all too soon." 


He described the dam as "The 


key 
structure 
of the 
greatest 


single irrigation project of his- 
tory,' 'and continued: "Few realize 
that In all the arid and semiarid 
region there is less than 20.000,000 
a ft r PS at 
irrigated 
lands. 
Even 


fewer realize that the grand total 
of western lands which are now 
irrigated and which cap be irri- 
gated will be only about 30.000,000 
acres." 


He said all the water available 


in the stats of Nevada, for ex- 
ample, would irrigate no more than 
one or two counties in Iowa. He 
cited figures to show that soil

had 
impoverished 
or 


ruined "ten times the amount ci. 
land now irrigated in the west. * 


Of an increasing need for west- 


ern lands, Page said: "Oar 
con- 


struction program cannot make 
new lands available fast enough 
to take care of the demand aris- 
ing from those driven from their 
homes in other areas." 


The great plains drouth, he said, 


had driven 100,000 families from 
their homes, many of them west- 
ward in search of land.

lAWYERS ONLY MAY 


PRACTICE IN COURT 


Supreme 
Tribunal 
Hold* 


That Thii Includes Jus- 


tice Courts. 


Putting- upon what ha* gener- 
ally been regarded as a test case, 
the supreme court Friday, in itfi 
opinion by Judge Mea*mor«, held 
that laymen may not proMCUt* (or 
others caae« In Justice courU. It 
•ay* the practice of law includes 
the preparing and filing- of plead- 
ings in juurttce court, trial of C&MS, 
direct and croac examination of 
witnesses, argument to the court 
and giving of advic« to persona 
as to their legal right*. In de- 
termining the illegal practice of 
law, it U the character of the act 
and not the place where the act 
U performed which ia the decisive 
factor. 
The matter came before the 
court in a proceeding by the at- 
torney general charging Homer D. 
Kirk, who has operated a collec- 
tion agency in Falls City for year*, 
with contempt of court in that he 
practiced in justice courts. He ad- 
mitted he had done no, pleaded a 
right to do 00, and it was argued 
on his behalf that even among 
lawyers it had been regarded as 
proper. The sections relating to 
procedure in justice courts contain 
the words, "plaintiff, his agent or 
attorney," and 
"defendant, 
his 
agent or attorney," and it was 
claimed this permitted laymen act- 
Ing as agents to appear. The court, 
however, 
construes 
the 
word 
"agent" to be synonymous with 
attorney, and only agents who are 
qualified and licensed attorneys 
may represent litigants in Justice 
courts, 
The statute relating to practice 
by attorneys is silent as to any 
court in the state that is not a 
court of record and it does not 
prohibit nor permit laymen from- 
practicing in a justice court. De- 
fendant argued that only the leg- 
' islature could amend the statute, 
but the supreme court says it has 
inherent power to define and regu- 
late the practice of law and ex- 
cIuAive power to determine quali- 
fications. Kirk's plea of guilty was 
merely noted, which means action 
will be taken later. In discussing 
the main question the court said: 


"During this particular time, In the 
history or this atate and nation, with Its 
complex 
society and the availability of 
persons possessing legal talent, duly li- 
censed to practice law In th« courts, the 
latitude preriovuly had by iaymea to prac- 
tlc* in Justice courts of this state has 
Indeed served Its purpose. This court does 
not, nor does it Intend to, deprive per- 
Rons of carrying on other ordinary business 
pursuits, su=h as the mere act of drawing 
a promissory note, real estate mortgages, 
chattel mortgagee, deeds or other similar 
instruments, whert the person so drawing 
tn*m IB merely a amanuensis and does 
not advle* or counsel as to the legal effect 
and validity of such instruments. 
This 
court does Intend to require the practice 
of itvw to be performed by duly licensed 
Practitioner* of the law, meeting the quali- 
fications as required by this court. The 
rtason for this Is to establish a legal safe- 
guard where persons' rights may be Jeop- 
antlatd and sacrificed because of the coun- 
•«l and advice of unlicensed persons, glv- 
Ine or attempting to give legal advice, 
preparing pleadings, filing cases and ex- 
amining witnwits In the courts of this 
•rtate, 


"The defendant in his brief states that 
h* nralrtd no fee for hla services In one 
S wore of the cases, as set out in the 
formation. This doe* not change the 
•ttuaUon.'*

SCIENTIST FINDS 


A "MISSf G LINK' 


Part of SkuH Ii Molt Primi- 


tive Fossil Man Has 


Known. 


WASHINGTON. 
MB. _A new 
"mlMing link" between man and 
the higher apei has just been dis- 
covered on the island of Java, the 
Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton said. 
Dr. G. H. R. von KoenigswaJd, 
Dutch scientist of Bandoeng, Java, 
and a research associate of the 
institution, reported he had found 
part of a skull, the lower jaw. 
and a number of teeth of this part 
ape, part^human creature near the 
Solo river. 
This ancient man, he added, "Is 
the most primitive fossil man now 
known" and lived long before the 
original pithecanthropus executus. 
The first of this species was 
found in Java in 1890 and was be- 
lieved until now to have been .the 
earliest man on earth. 
Dr. John C. Merriam, president 


of the institution, said the discov- 
ery "is one'of the most important 
finds in many decades." 
The new specimen, he said, 
proves that pithecanthropus man 
had progressed above the mental 
and physical level of the great 
apes, and also that man has been 
walking upright and using his 
hinds and brain for about 1,000,- 
000 years. 
Previous discoveries of fossil- 
ized bones of human beings ranged 
in age from 12,000 to more than 
500,000 years. 
Pithecanthropus 
man's age had been fixed at about 
500,000 years on the basis of 
previous findings. 
Dr. Koenigswaia made his dis- 
covery after a search of less than 
a year, Dr. Merriam declared, 
principally because he knew the 
territory and where to look. 
His report on "the most ancient 
human remains" was received in 
time for the annual meeting Fri- 
day of the institution's board of 
trustees and the opening of its 
exhibition of scientific research. 
The owner of the skull he found 
was a lantern jawed individual, 
Dr. Koenigswald reported. 
The lower Jaw is "very heavy 
with large teeth having -resem- 
blance in various characters to 
several of .the most primitive hu- 
man types," he said. 
The position of the ear and the 
socket for the movement of the 
lower jaw are typically human, 
the scientists declared, but the 
absence of1 a well developed mas- 
toid process near the ear is "very 
apelike." 
The skull was found broken into 
small parts ancl required work to 
reassemble. The rear portion of 
it was missing, possibly because 
the head hunting customs of an- 
cients who considered the brain 
of one of their fellows & rare 
table delicacy.

MODERN TAX FORMS 


Dr. Harold M. Groves is 


Speaker at General Ses- 


sion Thursday. 


Speaking to a general meeting 


of organized agriculture of men 
and women from all assiciatlons 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. Harold M. 
Groves of the University of Wis- 
consin, described several trends m 
modern taxation systems. 
Many 


of socalled emergency measures 
adopted to take care of some im- 
mediate need stay with us as a 
permanent tax. he 
warned 
the 


gioup of Nebraska people. 


Income taxes are not very old 
compared with other forms of tax- 
ation, 
homestead exemption, tax 
limitations, sales taxes, intangible 
taxes and inheritance 
taxes 
all 


have their advantages and disad- 
vantages alongside the old standby 
of taxes on real property. 


Twenty-eight states now have 
sales taxes and there is a strong 
trend toward this form of raising 
revenue, the Wisconsin man haa 
found in his study of the situation. 
People object to sales taxes on the 
basis that the poor man pays a 
higher proportion of his income in 
the form of taxes than does the 
rich man, and that sales taxes de- 
press retail markets and trade. 
Sales taxes are paid almost auto- 
matically, however, and n«rt to the 
tax on real property this source of 
funds yields the greatest returns. 


Income and inheritance taxes 


are probably the most 
equitable 


forms of taxation but they work 
best in the bands of the federal 
government. States can get some 
benefit from these taxes, but local 
governments would not be able 
to use them. A state Income tax 
in Nebraska might yield five times 
as much as ia collected from in- 
tangibles now, but a state tax of 
this kind would not 
reduce 
the 


amount of property tax paid by 
the average citizen to any' great 
extent. 


Groves continued his discussion 


of the income tax at the afternoon 
session devoted to economic prob- 
lems. H. C. Filley, chairman of the 
rural economics department of the 
college discussed the operation of 
a sales tax. 


Teed Co-operatives. 


Thirty growers in his area last 


March decided that pVlces of feed 
were too high. 
They organized 


their co-operative. A small mill 
joined with them in the endeavor. 
The pool has been a success, sav- 
ing money for producers, and now 
has 52 members. 


Feed used by the pool included 


all Ingredients found in the usual 
prepared poultry feed such 
as 


ground yellow corn, bran, shorts, 
alfalfa, oats, and other feeds.

varied with materials.

started »t $2.25 and is now $1.62 
per hundredweight. Co-operators, 
said Steinmeyer, are satisfied with 
the program and feel that they 
can buy no better feed than that 
provided by their own co-opera- 
tive.

day "vigorously opposing" the pro- 
posed purchase by the state's 
three major public hydro electric 
projects of all privately owned 
utilities in Nebraska. 


Irrigation 
farmers 
under the 


Platte valley public power ana 
irrigation district, one of the pub- 
lic agencies involved in the pro- 
posal, believe, he said, "we have 
gone so far afield from the orig- 
inal representation and purpose 
of the great (Platte valley) proj- 
ect that we have become bewil- 
dered, confused and disgusted. 


"We would like to get back to 
principles of home rule and self 
government," he asserted. 


Before calling his committee 


together to consider a resolution 
embodying such opposition, Allen, 
former association president, is- 
sued this statement: 


"It will seem we have gone far 
afield from the original repre- 
sentation when S. F. 310 (enabling 
act for creation of power and ir- 
rigation districts) was enacted in 
1933, and have broadened 
out 


into high finance, engineered by 
Wall st. 


"Under the original plan, the 


first requirement on the part of 
the government was that the Suth- 
erland 
district 
underwrite 
the 


project 
by subscribing 100,000 


acres for irrigation at $1 an acre 
per year for 30 years, or a total 
of $3,000,000. 
"At that time, it was estimated 


that $7,500,000 would 
complete 


the project, with oalance to be 
assumed and liquidated by gen- 
eration and wholesale distribution 
of power. Also, it was represented 
to underwriters by both consult- 
ing and operating engineers that 
this was a practical, self liqui- 
dating project, and that it would 
liquidate itself in 20 to 25 years. 


"Subsequent developments have 


demonstrated the cost of the proj- 
ect will approximate $11,000,000 
and as a result it is doubtful 
vhether the project will liquidate 
itself in 40 years, 
"This is principally on account 


of delays caused by requirements 
of PWA. 
E. H, Evans of North 
Platte, former attorney for the 
Sutherland jjroject. Informed me 
a director told him that dilatory 
tactics, delays and general ex- 
travagance of the PWA had al- 
ready cost the district more than 
a half million dollars " 


"In addition to that it is esti- 


mated by conservative people in- 
terested in the Sutherland project, 
that delays in repairing the siphon 
break and withholding water from 
water users under the project has 
cost irrigation subscribers in loss 
of crops this year at least 1 mil- 
lion dollars."

"In addition, we would Ilk* to 


have our board nominated in the 
primaries and elected in the gen- 
eral election, as provided in S. F. 
310. We believe directors we have 
elected are fully competent to ful- 
fill their duties without any inter- 
ference on the part of any 
gov- 


ernmental agency." 
"We are not so vitally interested 


In power; we regard it only as sec- 
ondary development."

UNDERTAKES BIG JOB 


Starts Study of Homestead 


Tax Exemption and Old 


Age Assistance. 


The legislative council of 15 which 


sees nothing1 unpropttious in num- 
bers will meet for a second time 
next Monday. Hugo Srb, clerk of 
the legislature and temporary di- 
rector of research, ia planning to 
make a preliminary report on two 
of the six subjects which the coun- 
cil has outlined for exhaustive sur- 
vays. Under rules of the council 
the director will report only to the 
council and if the council desires 
it may make public any portion 
of the Information it receives from 
the director. The council was cre- 
ated by act of the 43 members 
of the one house legislature, with 
$15,000 to spend. 


The council has ordered that old 
age assistance and state relief and 
homestead tax exemption, the lat- 
ter already a campaign issue in 
Nebraska, shall have priority of 
consideration, 
so preliminary re- 
ports on these two topics are to 
be made at the meeting next Mon- 
day at the capitol. 
It Is not likely that much can be 
submitted by Clerk Srb on home- 
stead exemption, considering the 
short time he has had to study the 
matter and the fact that 15 states 
have some sort of homestead ex- 
emption ranging all the way from 
$500 to ?5,000. In the final study 
tile council calls for the amount 
of the exemption and its effect on 
the state at large, including loss 
of revenue as it ^applies to the 
state and its subdivisions, 
alao 


possible substitute taxes to replace 
revenues lost, and various methods 
of distributing the proposed rev- 
enus lost, and various methods of 
distributing the proposed revenue 
which may be used as replacement 
tax and the effect of distribution 
on the various subdivisions of the 
state. 
The preliminary study of old age

To fill this large order the leg- 
islative council may have before 
it the annual report of the board 
of control on state assistance and 
relief now being compiled. 
The 


other four subjects for«, study to 
be considered by the council later 
are state expending agencies and 
how maintained and 
amount of 


salaries paid; for merit system or 
civil service for state departments, 
a study of the statutes with a view 
to elimination of obsolete or con- 
flicting provisions of law, and a 
study of possibilities of "simpli- 
fying government," what particu- 
lar government, state, county or 
other subdivisions not being speci- 
fied in the motion of the legisla- 
tive council.

the Far East. So now we find 
Australia, New Zealand and the 
little-visited Islands of the Soutn 
seas about to play host to a cargo 
of happy travelers out to see won- 
drous nights. And the thought of 
visiting the Blji islands is causing 
plenty at excitement, for Fiji has a 
far-off sound, the sort of place of 
which one hears and reads about, 
but never expects to see. 


Suva, the port of Fiji, is a 
sprawling1 town of low houses and 
buildings, which are mostly admin- 
istrative. Then come native huta, 
which spread back to the tropical 
Jungle, typical of islands of the 
South seas. As for the Fiji Islanders, 
well, once they were horrible syn- 
onyms for barbarianism, for canni- 
balism and a few other little habits 
and characteristics. 
But today, 


they are about the most intelligent 
and efficient of all the South sea 
races. Their chiefs are educated, 
Bit In the legislative council and 
take part In government. But, de- 
spite this veneer, the Fiji islanders 
still delight in ancestral dances and 
ceremonies. At the call of a chief, 
they will gather from the jungle 
depths and nearby islands of the 
group to take part in a primitive, 
barbaric show. We hope that the 
cruise passengers will be fortunate 
to see such a show. They won't for- 
get it soon.

Suva, especially now that the new 
overland road has been completed. 
The first section runs to Ellington 
from Suva and offers grand moun- 
tain Bj;d bush scenery and, of 
course, native villages galore.

* indulgence In alcoholic 
beverages, u well aa In salty, 
spiced, fried and greasy foods, have 
something to do with bringing on 
this trouble. Undue strain on the 
heart, prolonged exertion, fatigue 
and worry are other causative fac- 
tors which must not b« overlooked. 


Disturbances of circulation can 


often be traced to a focus or center 
of infection located somewhere 
within the body, Diseased tonsils, 
teeth and nasal sinuses are singly 
and collectively a danger to the 
body. They may affect the circula- 
tion. Obesity, excessive fatness, is 
often a forerunner of faulty circu- 
lation. Overweight individuals are 
prone to develop varicose veins and 
hardening of the arteries. Some- 
times they have Inflammations and 
other disturbances of the veins. 
Since no two cases are alike, defi- 


nite rules for the prevention of 
faulty circulation cannot be pro- 
vided. But everybody can guard 
against the progress of disabilities 
in this field by reporting to the doc- 
tor for physical examinations at 
periodic Intervals. All weaknesses 
and disorders should be overcome 
when possible. Diet and the mode 
of living should be regulated .to the 
needs of the individual.

Three 
large carrots, three medium-sized 
potatoes, one onion, one tablespoon 
flour, two cups milk, one and one- 
half tablespoons butter, three ta- 
blespoons glycerine, one teaspoon 
chopped green pepper, one table- 
spoon chopped parsley and salt and 
pepper will make a grand soup. 
Peel and slice carrots, potatoes, on- 
ion and chopped pepper. Cook until 
tender in salted water. 
Mash 


through a coarse sieve, saving the 
stock. Prepare a white sauce with 
flour, butter and milk; add glyc- 
erine when cooked, mixing well. 
Add vegetables (sieved) and stock. 
Reheat, add parsley, salt and pep- 
per to taste, and beat with rotary 
beater. Serve hot 
A spoonful of 


whipped cream may be added be- 
fore serving if desired.
